17 Lives Are Lost at Yank- 
ton, S. D. 


The Thermometer Stood at 22 Below 
Zero, the Cold Interfering With 
the Water Pressure. 


YANKTON, S. D., Feb. 12.—One of 
the most horrifying fires in the history 
of Yankton occurred ‘this morning at 2 
o'clock at the state insane asylum, 
when one of the cottages took fire in 
the basement, completely gutting the 
building and causing’ the loss of the 
lives of 17 inmates confined there, 

The cottages were erected of stone 
and granite walls, with wooden interior 
and intended for laundry purposes, but 
owing to the crowded condition of the 
main building 40 of the female patients 
were placed here with the laundry in 
the basement. The exact cause of the 
fire is not known except that it orig- 
inated in the dry room of the laundry. 
Here there is a coil of steam pipes and 
the theory is that either fine particles 
similar to lint settled the pipes, 
which ignited, or that clothes, which 
were ‘thickiy hung here, dropped on the 
pipes and were fired. 

The lack of water greatly hindered 
the work of the firemen. The burned 
cottage stands some 300 feet in the rear 
of the main building, the water tank for 
fire protection standing 100 feet in the 
rear of the cottage. The steam pipes 
used for pumping ran from the beiler 
room of the main ‘building through the 
cottage for heating and then to the ar- 
tesian well or tank.

Now, for instance, in Australia, a 
country that follows American cus- 
toms very closely, the people have a 
great desire for American newspapers. 
Every steamer that arrives from this 
country brings its full quota of Amer- 
ican journais, which are immediately 
put on sale. One day I was in Ade- 
laide, South Australia, and I went into 
a store to buy the Sunday edition of 
a New York paper. The dealer took 
one, placed it on a scales, which he 
scanned very carefully, and then said 
“Eighteen pence!’ (36 cents). 

“That costs about one-eighth ag 
much in New York,” I said. 

“Cawn’t ’elp that,” answered the 
dealer. ‘“These ’ere papers is massive. 
They contain lots of good paper, and 
we got to sell ’em by weight.” 

“Have yeu any cheaper?’ I asked. 

“Yes”? he said again. “I’ve got 
some cheaper; this one is only 10d; it 
weighs much less; it has no pictures, 
you see,” and he picked up a Chicago 
journal of a mid-week date. 

“But I want a New York Sunday 
newspaper,” I said. 

“Well, those will cost you from 18d 
to 20d (36 to 40 eents) each, according 
to weight, but I can sell you a Kansas 
City Sunday paper for 6d (12 cents) if 
you must have a cheap Sunday edi- 
tion.” 

Then I found that the dealer would 
sell separate sections of a Sunday edi- 
tion if the customer didn’t want the 
whole, and while I was in his store 
three men came in and bought differ- 
ent parts of a journal, paying as much 
as 4 cents a section. Of course, when 
the “want ad” part was put on the 
seales and sold to the fourth customer 
he didn’t know how interesting New 
York news was until he got home.— 
Washington Star. 

Leap Year in 1904, 

The familiar rule that leap year is 
every calendar year with a number di- 
visible by four will be broken in 1900, 
which fact need not be regarded as an 
indication that even then it will be 
time for a change. This rule of the al- 
manac may account for the proverbial 
activity of the new woman at the close 


of every century. Then there is no 
leap year for eight years. February, 


1900, will have but 28 days, the extra 
day not appearing from 1896 to 1904. 
Centenary years are not leap years. 
That year will be broken in the lap 
year 2000, when the interruption may 
be regarded as an indication that it is 
time for a change. Centenary years 
divisible by four hundred are leap 
years, consequently there were 29 days 
in February, 1600, and the Same num- 
ber of days will be given to February, 
2000, and again to 2400.

In the middie ages, at the close 
of an entertainment, the parting guest 
was presented with spiced drink in a 
large bowl, just as he was mounting 
his_herse. It was called the “stirrup 
cup.” Sometimes when the friendship 
between host and guest was a pretense 
and not a reality the drink was pois- 
oned, or perhaps while drinking the 
guest was murdered These were fre- 
quent occurrences among Italian no- 
bles and to put a stop to them the 
clergy introduced the loving cup, 
Which had three handles. Two of 
these were grasped by the host, who 
drank first to show that the liquor was 
not poisoned. The guest then took the 
cup by the third. The host released 
one handle, the right hand stil! hold- 
ing one so that he might raise the cup, 
and incidentaly so that his right hand 
might be too busy to iaw a sword ör 
dagger. When the guest had drunk, 
the host released the eup, which was 
passed to the next one.

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before the business men’s class, Editor 
S-A. Moran led the discussion upon the 
qüestion, Cure hes, which would, ben- 


‘efit Christianity ‘most, a large number 


of small churches ‘in cities, or a lesser 
number of larger ones rat 

The speaker confined himself, more 
particularly, to church organizations in 
cities of about ‘the size of Ann Arbor, 


and’ gave as an illustration the Metho- 


dist church in Ithis city, with which, he 
stated, he was most familiar, and came 
ito the conclusion thait four or five 
churches of the same denomination 
scattered over different parts! of the 
city would. be more effective in results. 
He stated, that for the amount expend- 
ed upon the building four smaller 
churches could ‘be erected and a suffi- 
cient amount of money left, the interest 
for which could be made ‘to do. efficient 
good. He gave one of the defects of 
large church as being a lack of oppor- 
‘ofiity for individual church labor, cit- 
ing ithe fact that many students who 
have been. active workers in small 
hurches at home, when they come here 
and attend one of the large churches 
feel a: diffidence ` in taking up any part of 
church work and graduailly become dis- 
interested, if not non-going members. 
Mr. Moran admitted that more uni- 
form and systematic work can be done 
by large churches, just as better re- 
sults can be achieved by large manu- 
factories, but the comparison ends 
there since the objects to be reached by 
the one is totally unlike the other. He 
also admitted that large ‘churches have 
better facilities for obtaining able 
preachers and ministers, but ‘thought 
that what the world needs is more able 
pastors rather than able sermonizers. 
He thought the minister should come 
into closer contact with the masses, 
which was of more importance than de- 
livering able sermons, though he appre- 
ciated the importance of the latter. 

He emphasized the fact that in small 
churches almost every member is, or 
an be made, into an active worker, and 
one hundred could engage ‘in the vari- 
ous church functions where in the larg- 
er church ‘but one quarter of the num- 
ber take an active part. 

Prof, Springer substantially agreed 
with Mr. Moran and gave his personal 
experience of some of the defects of the 
large churches and how ‘these defects 
could be remedied ‘by converting them 
into a greater number of smaller ones. 

Mr. G. F- Allmendinger and one: or 
two others took the opposite view. They 
ecntended that churches grow. in size 
as the demand for large ones increases; 
that you cannot confine such men like 
Moody, Talmage, Beecher, Hillis, Spur- 
geon and a host of other able preachers 
of the word of God, who convert men 
by the thousands, in a small church. 
That even Christs methods, who 
preached to thousands-at a time, would 
not encourage small edifices; that when 
churches are first started they are 
usually built on a small scale until the 
ability of the Jeader and the demands 
of those who: wish to hear dhe word of 
God through that source compels the 
enlargement of ‘the edifice; that large 
congregations give an inspiration to re- 
ligion, as in all things else, which sinall- 
er numbers can never giye.

LINCOLN HONORED. 


Yesterday was the anniversary of the 
birthday of Abraham Lincoln, and 
through the efforts of workers in the 
Woman’s Relief Corps special observa- 
tion of that fact was made in the vari- 
ous churches of the city Sunday even- 
ing, and a special address was deliv- 
ered at the E’pisccpal church by the 
Rev. Wm. Gardam. On account of an 
accident to the heating apparaitus it be- 
came impossible to hold the service in 
the church, and an adjournment was 
made to the church house, which with 
difficulty accommodated the consider- 
able number present, 

The address, which was written es- 
pecialiy for tthe occasion, was a very 
scholarly production and ‘made a deep 
impression upon those who heard it. 

In treating his subject, ‘the Rev. Gar- 
dam took the stand that Lincoln was a 
man with a divine mission and that he 
was inspired of God, as was Moses, the 
law giver and leader of ‘the Israeliies. 
After the alchievement of material suc- 
cess by an individual, it is almost al- 
ways possible to see psychological rea- 
sons why such should have been the 
case, In his ancestry, his education or 
his early environment ‘there is almost 
Invariably an accounting for the great 
man’s rise to his height. In Lincoln, 
however, ail such forerunners of greai- 
ness are lacking. Born and broughi up 
in the most abjeut poverty and in the 
midst of social conditions most com- 
pletely unfavorable to the growth of in- 
teilect and ambition, Lincoln showed 
himself entirely superior to those earth- 
ly bonds and responded fearlessly to 
the call of destiny. ‘‘Lincoln’s ‘life is a 
problem, and one which it is utterly im- 
possible to understand if you do not ac- 
cept the fact that he was inspired.”
